Castro lauds neighborhood Seven dead, 100 missing as landslide 
watch groups, 50 years on buries homes in Mexico 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - Back 
in feisty Cold War-era form at 
84, Fidel Castro rallied thou¬ 
sands of Cubans yesterday on 
the 50th anniversary of a pillar 
of Cuba’s communist regime: 
the neighborhood watch group. 

Castro, decked out in his 
traditional olive drab and mili¬ 
tary cap, continued his long, 
steady comeback from near 
death in his 2006 intestinal cri¬ 
sis. 

He left the presidency after 
50 years but remains Cuban 
Communist Party chief. His 
brother Raul Castro, 79, suc¬ 
ceeded him as president. 

Yesterday Fidel Castro 
spoke for two hours before the 
crowd of faithful outside the 
Museum of the Revolution 
where he launched the Com¬ 
mittees for the defense of the 
Revolution (CDRs) five 
decades ago, as Cuba faced 
terror strikes after he rose to 
power in 1959. 

"I hasten to state that we 
have got the job done, and you 
will continue to keep alive the 
promise of that historic night," 
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Castro said, as followers 
chanted "We are with you 
Fidel, for whatever is needed, 
Fidel." 

Though the president was 
not on hand, the revolutionary 
icon took the occasion to slam 
capitalism as lacking "morals, 
decency and ethics," even as 
Cuba scrambles to right its fee¬ 
ble economy by firing 500,000 
government workers and al¬ 
lowing more private self-em¬ 
ployment. 

CDRs, often described as a 
pillar of the communist regime 
itself, are the self-styled "eyes 
and ears of the Revolution" in 
Cuba. 

Critics say the watch 
groups are a repressive tool, 
giving the government a 
heads-up on dissident activities 
on the micro-local level, some¬ 
times tattling on the non-com- 
pliant. 

Indeed, 8.4 million Cubans 
over 14 of the national popula¬ 
tion of 11.2 million register as 
CDR members; some critics 
claim Cubans fear potential 
reprisals if they do not toe the 
party line. 


US welcomes 
strong opposition 
showing in 
Venezuela 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
United States yesterday wel¬ 
comed Venezuela's election re¬ 
sults saying anti-American 
President Hugo Chavez will 
not be able "to dictate policies 
to a compliant" legislature. 

Chavez claimed election 
victory as results yesterday 
showed his leftist party win¬ 
ning a majority of seats in the 
National Assembly but losing 
its crushing two-thirds super- 
majority. 

"We commend the people 
of Venezuela for what appears 
to be a peaceful and successful 
election," State Department 
spokesman Philip Crowley 
told reporters. 


OAXACA, Mexico (AFP) - 
At least seven people were 
killed and 100 were missing 
and feared dead after a rain- 
soaked Mexican hillside col¬ 
lapsed before dawn yesterday, 
burying homes and entombing 
residents while they slept, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Oaxaca Governor Ulises 
Ruiz initially told Mexican te¬ 
levision that the landslide 
buried between 100 and 300 
homes and that "up to 1,000" 
people were feared dead. 


Ruiz later told Mexican 
radio that authorities in the 
town of Santa Maria 
Tlahuitoltepec listed seven 
dead and 100 missing, al¬ 
though the report was prelimi¬ 
nary and there were fears that 
the toll could rise. 

A swath of hillside about 
200 meters (660 feet) wide 
gave way above a group of 
homes in a remote mountain 
town in the southern state of 
Oaxaca, where incessant rain 
in the wake of Tropical Storm 


Matthew has caused deadly 
floods. 

The rush of mud hit around 
3:00 am in the town of some 
10,000 people at an elevation 
of 2,400 meters (7,920 feet). 

It was not immediately 
clear if the toll had been re¬ 
vised because survivors had 
been pulled from the mud and 
debris, missing residents had 
been found, or the number of 
estimated homes buried had 
changed

of Statistics: 2010 Census begins 
today! 



Director of the Central Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics, Martijn 
Balkestein and Census Offi¬ 
cer Monique Plaza remind is¬ 
landers that today will begin 
the intensive week of Census 
2010. The officers explained 
the information received and 
processed during Census 
2010 is vital not only to ef¬ 
fective administration of the 
Aruba but will go to the 
United Nations to provide the 
“big picture” of developing 
nations and global statistics 
on population and standards 
of living. 

A temporary staff of over 
1,200 has been hired to go 
out in teams of 20 to canvas 
Aruba’s various neighbor¬ 
hoods. They will be visited 
residences at all reasonable 
hours of the day and evening 
and on weekends until the in¬ 
formation gathering process 
ends on October 6. The CBS 
asks that families welcome 
census takers into their 
homes and be prepared with 
information that is required. 
However, it is essential to not 
take up too much of their 
time as they have many 
dwellings to canvas. During 
this census, the deployment 
of advanced technology, such 
as Netbooks, will expedite 
the recording and processing 
of the information. 

Individuals who have 
lived on Aruba for more than 
one year are to be counted 
into the census; those who 
have lived on the island less 
than one year but intend to 
continue to reside on the is¬ 
land for a year or longer are 
also to be counted.. 

The first modern Popula¬ 
tion Census in Aruba took 
place in 1960. This Census 
was organized with the help 


of the Lago Oil Company. In 
this first Census a total of 
53,199 persons were 
recorded. Consecutive cen¬ 
suses were held in 1972, 
1981, 1991 and 2000. Since 
1972, the Population Census 
has been combined with a 
Housing Census. 

When an interviewer ar¬ 
rives at your doorstep, before 
answering any question or 
inviting the person into your 
home, ask the person for 


his/her official census identi¬ 
fication badge. All the inter¬ 
viewers must have an official 
badge with the Census 2010 
logo, the signature of the di¬ 
rector of the CBS and a pic¬ 
ture of the interviewer. In 
case you are still not sure, ask 
the enumerator for a tele¬ 
phone number you can call 
for more information or get 
in touch directly with the 
CBS or the census team by 
calling 583-7433. 

The enumerator could ask 
questions that cannot answer 
immediately. Therefore, the 
population is requested to 


prepare beforehand and have 
the necessary information 
ready, such as: 

* The year married or 
divorced; check to be sure it 
is accurate. 

* Check diplomas if 
not able to recall the year 
studies were completed. 

* During the Housing 
Census, the interviewer will 
ask for the size of the home 
(in square meters). If not 
known, it is requested it be 
measured beforehand. This 
also applies to the plot on 
which the living quarter is sit¬ 
uated. 

* During the Census, 
the interviewer will also ask 
for the gross salary. Consult a 
pay-slip if this information is 
not immediately known. 

* The Aruban ID# of 
the heads of household is re¬ 
quired. 

The CBS proposes that be¬ 
cause of Aruba’s relative 
small size, the Census 2010 
can accomplish a great deal 
in providing the people of 
Aruba with a better under¬ 
standing of the socio-eco¬ 
nomic and demographic 
structure of the island. Inter¬ 


viewers will be filling out 
two forms, one related to in¬ 
dividual information examin¬ 
ing martial, health and 
standard of living status and 
the other to the household. 
The CBS assures that all in¬ 
formation will be kept strictly 
confidential. For complete in¬ 
formation on every aspect of 
the Census 2010, in English, 
Dutch, Papiamento and 
Spanish and an advance look 
at the question- naires and in¬ 
formation required, visit the 
website: www.censo2010.aw.

NEW YORK CITY-Amer¬ 
icans are taking a cautious 
approach to marriage and are 
seeking more prenuptial 
agreements before walking 
down the aisle. 

And it is not just the 
wealthy and famous who are 
looking to safeguard their as¬ 
sets when a marriage crum¬ 
bles. 

More women and middle- 
class couples are opting for 
prenups, which can also in¬ 
clude adultery clauses, pro¬ 
tection of retirement benefits 
and even custody of the dog, 
according to the American 
Academy of Matrimonial 
Lawyers (AAML), which 
represents more than 1600 
lawyers. 

"If s a planning tool. Given 
that half of marriages end in 
divorce it makes sense to 
plan," said Marlene Eskind 
Moses, the president of the 
AAML. 

Nearly three quarters of 
members who responded to 
the AAML poll reported an 
increase in prenups in the last 
five years, and more than half 
said more women are seeking 
the legal agreements. 

Once thought of as only 
for the rich and famous, 
prenups are appealing to all 
income levels but for differ¬ 
ent reasons. 

"Sometimes it can be a 



prenuptial to protect against 
debt so that one is not respon¬ 
sible for debt their spouse ac¬ 
cumulated before the 
marriage," Moses explained. 

The legal agreements can 
also include clauses on finan¬ 
cial arrangements such as 
budgets and whether the cou¬ 
ple will have separate bank 
accounts. 

More women are working 
now than in precious decades 
and they are earning higher 
salaries.

46.8 percent of U.S. workers 
in 2009, according to the U.S.

In a tragic twist, the owner of 
Segway Inc. has died after he 
reportedly drove off a cliff on 
one of the devices. 

Jimi Heselden, 62, was 
riding a Segway near his 
home in West Yorkshire, 
England when he fell off a 
30-foot cliff, ABC News re¬ 
ported. 

"It is with great sadness 
that we have to confirm that 
Jimi Heselden OBE, has died 
in a tragic accident near his 
home in West Yorkshire," 
Segway said in a note on its 
Web site. 

Heselden was chairman of 
Hesco Bastion, which manu¬ 
factured protective barriers, 
and owner of Segway Inc. In 
its statement, Segway also 
noted Heselden's philan¬ 
thropic work. 

"A £10m gift to the [Help 
for Heroes and the Leeds 
Community] Foundation ear¬ 
lier this month saw his life¬ 
time charitable donations top 
£23m," the company said. 

New Exoskeleton 
Robot Suit is 
Faster, Stronger 

Anew second-generation ex¬ 
oskeleton robotic suit devel¬ 
oped for the military - and 
deemed the closest thing to a 
real-life Iron Man costume - 
was unveiled on Monday 
during a demonstration with 
Paramount Home Entertain¬ 
ment. 

The new robotic suit 
called Exoskeleton (XOS 2) - 
released by Raytheon Com¬ 
pany - is lighter, faster and 
stronger than its predecessor, 
yet it uses 50 percent less 
power. 

Raytheon is developing 
the robotic suit to help with 
the many logistics challenges 
faced by the military both in 
and out of battle. Repetitive 
heavy lifting can lead to in¬ 
juries, orthopedic injuries in 
particular. 

Instead, the XOS 2 does 
the lifting for its operator, re¬ 
ducing both strain and exer¬ 
tion. It also does the work 
faster. One operator in an ex¬ 
oskeleton suit can do the 
work of two to three soldiers.

BlackBerry unveils 'PlayBook* 
tablet computer 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
BlackBerry maker Research 
in Motion is taking on iPad in 
the table computer game with 
a "PlayBook" aimed to capi¬ 
talize on its strength — the 
trust of business users keen 
on secure communications. 

"It is the world's first pro¬ 
fessional tablet," RIM presi¬ 
dent and co-chief executive 
Mike Lazaridis said as he 
showed off the device in San 
Francisco. 

The PlayBook is one of a 
number of tablet computers 
slated for release in a bid to 
challenge Apple's popular 
iPad and is the first foray out¬ 
side the mobile phone realm 
for the Waterloo, Ontario- 
based RIM. 

"They are kind of posi¬ 
tioning it as the iPad for the 
suits," Gartner analyst Van 
Baker said of the PlayBook 
announcement. 

The PlayBook has a seven- 
inch (17.8-centimeter) touch¬ 
screen, smaller than the 9.7 
inches of Apple's iPad, and 
also plays Adobe Flash video 
software, which is banned 
from the Apple device. 

"You are going to be able 
to get the full Web experi¬ 
ence," Lazaridis said, stress¬ 
ing its integration with RIM's 
BlackBerry smartphone, a fa¬ 
vorite among many profes¬ 
sionals. 

BlackBerry smartphone 
users can pair their handset 
with the PlayBook using a 
Bluetooth connection to view 
their email, calendar, docu¬ 
ments or other content. 

The PlayBook also fea¬ 
tures front- and rear-facing 
cameras to support video 


conferencing and allows 
multi-tasking between pro¬ 
grams. 

RIM expects to begin sell¬ 
ing PlayBooks in the United 
States in early 2011 and 
rolling the tablets out to other 
countries by the middle of the 
year. 

Lazaridis did not reveal 
how much RIM plans to 
charge for the PlayBook. 

"RIM set out to engineer 
the best professional-grade 
tablet in the industry with cut¬ 
ting-edge hardware features 
and one of the world's most 
robust and flexible operating 
systems," Lazaridis said. 

Positioning PlayBook as a 
business person's tablet could 
stymie its popularity in the 
sizzling consumer market 
dominated by iPad, accord¬ 
ing to Baker. 

"RIM has a bit of a split 
personality; they struggle 
with whether they are a con¬ 
sumer or enterprise device 
company," Baker said. "En¬ 
terprise is their bread and 
butter, but consumer is the 
big market right now." 

The fact PlayBook users 
can route data through Black¬ 
Berry smartphones instead of 
paying for separate telecom 
service should prove a selling 
point in the business and per¬ 
sonal markets. 

PlayBook tablets also 
promise help RIM challenge 
the increasing use of iPads in 
workplaces. 

RIM said that in the com¬ 
ing weeks it would release a 
software kit so third-party de¬ 
velopers can begin tailoring 
applications, or "apps," for 
PlayBook. 

PlayBook debuted at 
BlackBerry DEVCON, a 
combined boot camp and pep 
rally for outside developers 
crafting programs for the 
Canadian firm's devices. 

RIM introduced tools that 
make it easier to build appli¬ 
cations for BlackBerry hand¬ 
sets and make money with 
ads or "in-app" purchases.

US says 
pomegranate 
juice firm made 
false health 
claims 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators Monday charged 
POM Wonderful, the maker 
of a brand of pomegranate 
juice, had made unsubstanti¬ 
ated health claims about its 
products. 

The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission said the juice and 
supplements firm made 
’’false and unsubstantiated 
claims that their products will 
prevent or treat heart disease, 
prostate cancer, and erectile 
dysfunction.” 

The complaint says the 
company ’’violated federal 
law by making deceptive dis¬ 
ease prevention and treat¬ 
ment claims” with ads in the 
New York Times and other 
publications and on the Inter¬ 
net. 

’’Any consumer who sees 
POM Wonderful products as 
a silver bullet against disease 
has been misled,” said David 
Vladeck, director of the 
FTC’s bureau of consumer 
protection. 

’’When a company touts 
scientific research in its ad¬ 
vertising, the research must 
squarely support the claims 
made. Contrary to POM 
Wonderful’s advertising, the 
available scientific informa¬ 
tion does not prove that POM 
Juice or POMx (supple¬ 
ments) effectively treats or 
prevents these illnesses.” 

Among the claims made 
in the ads were that the juice 
or supplements were ’’proven 
to fight for cardiovascular, 
prostate and erectile health.”

Poor health habits linked to subpar work performance 


People who engage in un¬ 
healthy habits such as smoking, 
eating a poor diet and not get¬ 
ting enough exercise turn out to 
be less productive on the job, 
new Dutch research shows. 

Unhealthy lifestyle choi-ces 
also appear to translate into a 
greater need for sick leave and 
longer periods of time off from 
work when sick leave is taken, 
the study reveals. 

In particular, obese workers 


were 66 percent more likely to 
call in sick for 10 to 24 days 
than normal weight employ¬ 
ees, and 55 percent more 
likely to take time off for 25 
days or more, the study noted. 

Smokers also took more 
sick leave. The cigarette habit 
translated into a 30 percent 
greater likelihood that a 
worker would take off 10 to 
24 days because of poor 
health, Burdorf and his col¬ 


leagues reported. 

By contrast, those who 
drank 10 or more glasses of 
alcohol each week were actu¬ 
ally less likely to take time 
off for poor health, the au¬ 
thors observed. 

Overall, the team found 
that weight appeared to be a 
key factor in whether or not 
an individual had an underly¬ 
ing health issue that might 
prompt needing sick leave.

Under-fire Vatican bank says 
it has 'nothing to hide' 


ROME, Italy (AFP) - Vatican 
bank president Ettore Gotti 
Tedeschi, under investigation 
as part of a money laundering 
probe, said yesterday that the 
institution had "nothing to 
hide." 

"We have nothing to hide 
and we are hiding nothing," 
Gotti Tedeschi said during the 
launch of a book about the de¬ 
cline of the post-war Italian 
economy. 

Gotti Tedeschi refused to 
answer questions from journal¬ 
ists, but said he had attended 
the book launch to show the 
bank's "desire for absolute 
transparency." 

Chief executive Paolo 
Cipriani is also under investi¬ 
gation, and both he and Gotti 


LAGOS, Nigeria (AFP) - 
Anglo-Dutch Shell in Nigeria 
said yesterday it was close to 
completing a program that 
would make all its 112 oil 
wells in Ogoni community in 
the Niger Delta less vulnerable 
to attacks and theft. 

Shell, Nigeria's premier oil 
producer, has pumped no oil in 
Ogoni community since 1993 
when the company withdrew 
its workers from oil fields 
there following attacks on its 
installations.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
consumers grew decidedly 
more pessimistic about the na¬ 
tion's economic recovery in 
September, seeing worsening 
business and job market condi¬ 
tions, a key survey showed 
yesterday. 

The Conference Board, a 
business research firm, said its 
consumer confidence index 
dropped to 48.5 points from 
53.2 in August, when senti¬ 
ment had unexpectedly im¬ 
proved after two months of 
decline. 

The sharp September slump 
was unexpected. Most analysts 
had predicted the index would 
weaken only slightly, to 53.0 
points. 

"Overall, consumers' confi¬ 
dence in the state of the eco¬ 
nomy remains quite grim," 
Lynn Franco, the firm's re¬ 
search director, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Franco attributed Septem¬ 
ber's pull-back in confidence to 
"less favorable business and 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AFP) - South Africa's 
energy minister said yesterday 
that the country will seek bil¬ 
lions of dollars in investment 
for a 5,000-megawatt solar 
park that will help shift the 
country toward green energy. 

Energy Minister Dipuo Pe¬ 
ters said South Africa will host 
an investors' conference on 
October 28 and 29 in an effort 
to generate private-sector in¬ 
terest in the project, an effort to 
begin weaning the country off 
its energy mainstay, coal. 

The conference will be held 
in the town of Upington in 
South Africa's Northern Cape 
province, a flat expanse of arid 
land that the energy depart¬ 
ment and the non-profit Clin¬ 
ton Climate Initiative have 
identified as an ideal spot for 
solar energy production. 

"The conditions in the 
Northern Cape are ideal for the 
establishment of a solar park, 
primarily due to the intense 
solar radiation in this pro¬ 
vince," Peters said. 

Ira Magaziner, the chair¬ 
man of the Clinton Climate 
Initiative — a clean energy pro¬ 
gram sponsored by former US 
president Bill Clinton's chari¬ 
table foundation — said South 
Africa has some of the best 
conditions in the world for 
solar power. 

"It's probably the best we've 
seen in the world all around," 
Magaziner told AFP.

in decades. 

More than eight million 
jobs were lost in the recession 
that began in December 2007. 

The economy has grown for 
four consecutive quarters. But 
the pace slowed to 1.6 percent 
in the second quarter this year 
from 3.7 percent in the prece¬ 
ding quarter. 

The recession ended in June 
2009, according to the official 
arbiter of US business cycles, 
the National Bureau of Eco¬ 
nomic Research. 

The biggest challenges now 
to consumer confidence may 
be gnawing worries about the 
real health of the economy, 
said Scott Hoyt of Moody's 
Analytics.

I hope it was a 
blast." 

Other entries included a 
coffin designed to resemble 
chocolate bars and another de¬ 
picting the dishes of a "last 
supper" served on the top. 

Under the slogan "My Life, 
My Coffin" the foundation 
said it wanted to encourage 
people to think "out of the 
box" about taboos surrounding 
death. 


Three elderly Singaporean 
women living in a Roman 
Catholic shelter, St. Joseph’s 
Home and Hospice, co-de- 
signed their own coffins with 
young local artists as part of 
the project. 

"I’m very pleased with it," 
Elsie Chua, 76, said with a 
serene smile as she sat in a 
wheelchair beside a white cof¬ 
fin with blue drawings of a 
young woman at a sewing ma¬ 
chine surrounded by roses, 
birds, butterflies and a reindeer. 

"I was a seamstress before 
and I sewed dresses for my 
mother, and that's why I chose 


it and the designer designed it 
for me," she told journalists. 
The project was spear¬ 


headed by the local Lien Foun¬ 
dation, which favours non- tra¬ 
ditional forms of philanthropy.

biennial clash with the 
United States declaring it an

Woods ready for Ryder 
Cup assault 



NEWPORT (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods said he was ready to 
help lead the United States to 
Ryder Cup glory here Tuesday 
as anticipation mounted ahead 
of the 38 th edition of the bien¬ 
nial golfing showdown. 

The world number one, 
who was given a wildcard on 
to the American team after a 
hellish year of personal tor¬ 
ment and poor form, said he 
believed he was on the road 
to rediscovering his best form 
as this week's contest 
loomed. 

The 34-year-old superstar 
cut a relaxed figure before 
and during a morning prac¬ 
tice round, receiving a rous¬ 
ing reception from a large 
gallery at Celtic Manor be¬ 
fore ripping an immaculate 
drive off the first tee. 

Afterwards, Woods told a 
press conference he was rel¬ 
ishing the opportunity to re¬ 
sume combat with Europe 
again after a four-year ab¬ 
sence. Injury ruled him out of 


the American victory at Val¬ 
halla in 2008. 

"It would be great to get a 
win and I'm looking forward 
to getting out there and con¬ 
tributing and hopefully get¬ 
ting some points," Woods 
said. 

"It's just so neat to be a 
part of a team and quite 
frankly, we don't get to do it 
very often." 

Woods said he had spent 
the build-up fine-tuning his 
game under the tutelage of 
coach Sean Foley. 

Asked if he felt he was 
getting back on track after 
hitting the worst round of his 
career at the Bridgestone In¬ 
vitational in August, where 
he finished at 18-over-par, he 
replied: "Absolutely." 

Woods, however, batted 
away questions alluding to 
the turmoil in his private life 
which culminated in the col¬ 
lapse of his marriage to 
Swedish former model Elin 
Nordegren, a popular figure 


on the professional circuit. 

Woods had earlier teed off 
in a group including Hunter 
Mahan, Zach Johnson and 
Steve Strieker, the latter of 
whom he is expected to part¬ 
ner in Friday's opening four- 
balls and foursomes at the 
demanding 7,378-yar par-71 
Twenty Ten layout. 

"They are both great play¬ 
ers," Pavin said of Woods and 
Strieker. "Tiger has been 
No.l in the world for a long 
time, and Steve was playing 
great last year at the time. It's 
a pretty healthy combina¬ 
tion." 

Pavin said he expected the 
Americans would be able to 
cope with the traditionally 
partisan galleries once battle 
commences on Friday. 

"The rookies will be pre¬ 
pared because we've talked 
about it," Pavin said. "But I 
don't see a situation happen¬ 
ing out there that the people 
will applaud for bad shots or 
missed putts." 
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Phillies clinch fourth consecutive 
NL East title 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The Philadelphia Phillies 
clinched their fourth-straight 
National League East crown 
with the help of pitching ace 
Roy Halladay who tossed a 
two-hitting gem on Monday. 

Halladay earned his 21 st win 
with his fourth shutout and 
ninth complete game and 
Jayson Werth drove in four 
runs, leading Philadelphia to a 
dominating 8-0 win over the 
Washington Nationals, wrap¬ 
ping up the division with five 
games remaining on the season. 

"I felt good, we got 
enough runs, especially 
early,” Halladay said. ”It was 
a fun game to pitch in.” 


Halladay's 21st victory is 
a league high this season. He 
also has 10 losses. 

Halladay heads to the 
Major League Baseball play¬ 
offs for the first time in his 
13th major league season, 
having played his entire ca¬ 
reer with the Toronto Blue 
Jays before being traded to 
Philadelphia last winter. 

”That's the reason you 
want to come to a team like 
this. They know how to do 
it,” Halladay said. ”It's the 
coolest thing I've been a part 
of. It's just the start, I think.” 

The two-time defending NL 
champion Phillies had already 
clinched a playoff berth and put 


a stamp on their dominance 
atop the division on Monday. 

Jayson Werth provided the 
lion's share of the offence 
with a homer and four RBI, 
as Philadelphia improved to a 
20-5 in September. The 
Phillies also became just the 
third team in NL history to 
make at least four consecu¬ 
tive playoff appearances. 

"This is probably one of 
the best teams we've had over 
the last four years. We're right 
where we need to be,” Werth 
said. 

The Phillies clinched the 
best record in the NL and 
home field advantage 
throughout the playoffs.
